As most farmer* who have bad prnop¬ 
tical experience in agriculture cau 
testify, soil becomes exhausted or un¬ 
productive by heavy or continuous 
cropping. Of course It stands to reason 
that if we take continually from the 
soil, that the food supply that has 
been stored up in the past ages will 
grow less and less until our soil is no 
longer productive. ~ It's just the same 
as the flour in the barrel will grow less 
if we constantly lake from and do not 
replace. However there are other 
causes which make land unproductive, 
such as poor drainage. *• The soil may 
be the most fertile, ye_ if surplus 
water is allowrd to stand on it. it sours 
the land and prevents the bacteria that 
reduce the nitrates into a soluble form 
from working. In order to work 
these tiny nitrate bacteria or ferments 
must have light, air and warmth. 
Surplus water keeps the land oonj, 
therefore they cannot perform their 
work But what concerns the farm* 
?re Pf this country more is cultivation. 
There U rarely a surplus of water tm 
this land, the other condition of affairs 
is mors prevalent. Wb must strive to 
keep the water Ih the hind then, and 
this is best accomplished by thorough 
cultivation. As a rule we And much

Despatch#* State That Bulgarian and 
Turkish Envoy* Have Beeig 
Appointed ' . 

Constantinople.—That the Porte 
has entered Into direct negotiations 
with Bulgaria (or an arfnlstice is con¬ 
firmed .

Under these circumstances, the 
Porte elect (Hi to apply direct to~the 
principal bellgbrent, Bulgaria, and 
there Is reason to believe that the 
same course will, be adopted In the 
negotiations for the t-rms of peace.

W. C. Ives, for the wool producers 
pointed out that the time has comb 
when the sheep men have to be con¬ 
sidered from th6 fact that where 
five hundred ranchers interested in 
the cattle Industry, there are . 20, 000 
men In Southern Albejta mostly, farm¬ 
ers, who are Interested In sheep, be¬ 
cause it Is being Jound that the p'-eep 
industry and farming go hand In h md. 
Regarding the number of cattle any 
lease should carry, the meeting re¬ 
commended that 40 should be the min¬ 
imum where part of the land is oultb 
vated and 25 to the acre carried where 
there is no land capable of cultiva¬ 
tion.

Mr: Churchill, whom It struck full in 
the chest. There was an urly ru«h 
from the Liberal benches, hut the 
cooler members held hack their col¬ 
leagues. 

— For a moment a hrttle of fists seem¬ 
ed Imminent.

Ottawa.—The preliminary estimate

They were grade 
Cheater Whites, farrowed In April. 

These two pigs dressed between 150 
and 176 pounds each wben about seven 
months old. 

The pigs that had not been sold and 
out of the same litter were allowed to 
run on pasture, and when corn was 
ready to feed they were fed enough 
corn to put them In pork condition, 
but when slaughtered at about tbe 
same time as the other two they only 
weighed slxty-flve to seventy pounds 
each. There was a difference of nearly 
100 pounds between these well fed 
hogs and their mates not so fed. and 
tt was wholly due to different treat 
ments. It la easy to see which was the 
more economical pork producer—the 
well cared for hog or the one which 
got enough feed to barely live until 
fattening time. The difference In value 
wns almost S10. as pork sold at 1<> 
cents a pound here last fall. Tbe two 
well cared for hogs did not eat near 
SIO worth of feed Trom the time they 
were separated from their mates until 
they were slaughtered.
